The old Western and Atlantic round 
house and work shOps, together with 
tools and equipment, are a_ total 
Eighteen engines, vaiued at an average 
of $9.000 each, were damaged at ap- 
proximately $5,000 each, and 250 men are 
indefinitely thrown out of employment. 

The fire started in the rea rof the 
wood-working shop, which was located 
within a few feet of the round house. 
The shop was locked at the time, and 
just how the fire started is a mystery. 

It is thought, however, that sparks 
from a passing engine found its way into 
the shop and ignited a mass of shavings 
which were piled in the rear of the 
dDullding. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 9 | 
o'clock. A small blaze was bursting from 
the roof. The wind was blowing a stiff 
gale, and despite the fact that a fine rain 
was falling, the flames made rapid | 
progress.

When the Winds Came and Was 
Easily Blown Out — That 
Which Was Left Will 
Be Inferior. 


WILL. BE GREAT 


Montgomery, Ala., October |.—(Special.) | 
There is great fear among the farmers 
of the state that the bad weather of last 
week and the continued rains will make 
the loss in crops enormous. 

Captain A. B. Brassell, one of the best 
known planters of this county, estimates 
that the crop of cotton will be damaged, 
to the extent of 40 per cent, 

President W. H. Seymour,. of the cot-! 
ton association, Alabama division, expects 
to find that the loses in this way have| 
been very heavy. He has sent out letters 
asking about the situation and will be 
able to make a report by the last of ‘ie 
week, 

It is found that the ‘cotton was largely 
open, this being an early season, and fell 
an easy prey to the winds and the rains. 
Where it has not been blown from the 
bolls it has been tied up in striugs about 
the sides of the boll and around the 
Stalks. The result is to practically ruin 
it. That blown upon the ground can hard- 
ly be saved and if taken up at ali will 
grade so low as to make it hardly worth 
the trouble to save it. 

“The cotton in southern Alabama, 
says Mr. Seymour, ‘‘was ripe when the’ 
winds came. ‘The farmers had not been| 
able to get it out for lack of labor.

While there is no objection to 
a- fair recognition of the city lawyers, it 
would be unfair and unwise to take all 
judges of the two highest courts from the 
cities alone.
